DAYS OF REMEMBRANCE OF VICTIMS OF THE 
HOLOCAUST COMMEMORATION CEREMONY— 

CAPITOL ROTUNDA AUTHORIZATION 

Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate concur-
ring), 

SECTION 1. USE OF ROTUNDA FOR HOLOCAUST DAYS OF REMEM-
BRANCE CEREMONY. 

The Rotunda of the Capitol is authorized to be used on May 
1, 2008, for a ceremony as part of the commemoration of the 
days of remembrance of victims of the Holocaust. Physical prepara-
tions for the ceremony shall be carried out in accordance with 
such conditions as the Architect of the Capitol may prescribe.

ARMED FORCES SERVING IN AFGHANISTAN AND 
IRAQ CEREMONY—CAPITOL ROTUNDA 

AUTHORIZATION 

Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate concur-
ring), 

SECTION 1. USE OF ROTUNDA FOR CEREMONY HONORING THOSE 
SERVING IN AFGHANISTAN AND IRAQ. 

(a) USE OF ROTUNDA.—The Rotunda of the Capitol is authorized 
to be used on March 13, 2008, for a ceremony to honor the 5 
years of service and sacrifice of our troops and their families in 
the war in Iraq and to remember those who are serving our Nation 
in Afghanistan and throughout the world. 

(b) PREPARATIONS.—Physical preparations for the ceremony 
referred to in subsection (a) shall be carried out in accordance 
with such conditions as the Architect of the Capitol may prescribe.

AND SENATE 

Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate concur-
ring), That when the House adjourns on the legislative day of 
Thursday, March 13, 2008, or Friday, March 14, 2008, on a motion 
offered pursuant to this concurrent resolution by its Majority Leader 
or his designee, it stand adjourned until 2 p.m. on Monday, March 
31, 2008, or until the time of any reassembly pursuant to section 
2 of this concurrent resolution, whichever occurs first; and that 
when the Senate recesses or adjourns on any day from Thursday, 
March 13, 2008, through Friday, March 28, 2008, on a motion 
offered pursuant to this concurrent resolution by its Majority Leader

or his designee, it stand recessed or adjourned until noon on Mon-
day, March 31, 2008, or such other time on that day as may 
be specified in the motion to recess or adjourn, or until the time 
of any reassembly pursuant to section 2 of this concurrent resolu-
tion, whichever occurs first. 

SEC. 2. The Speaker of the House and the Majority Leader of 
the Senate, or their respective designees, acting jointly after con-
sultation with the Minority Leader of the House and the Minority 
Leader of the Senate, shall notify the Members of the House and 
the Senate, respectively, to reassemble at such place and time 
as they may designate if, in their opinion, the public interest 
shall warrant it.

MICHAEL ELLIS DEBAKEY, CONGRESSIONAL 
GOLD MEDAL CEREMONY—CAPITOL ROTUNDA 

AUTHORIZATION 

Resolved by the Senate (the House of Representatives concur-
ring), 

SECTION 1. USE OF THE ROTUNDA OF THE CAPITOL FOR THE PRESEN-
TATION OF THE CONGRESSIONAL GOLD MEDAL. 

The rotunda of the United States Capitol is authorized to be 
used on April 23, 2008, for the presentation of the Congressional 
Gold Medal to Michael Ellis DeBakey, M.D.. Physical preparations 
for the conduct of the ceremony shall be carried out in accordance 
with such conditions as may be prescribed by the Architect of 
the Capitol.

ISRAEL—60TH ANNIVERSARY 

Whereas on November 29, 1947, the United Nations General 
Assembly voted to partition the British Mandate of Palestine 
and create a Jewish state; 

Whereas on May 14, 1948, the people of Israel proclaimed the 
establishment of the sovereign and independent State of Israel, 
and the United States Government established full diplomatic 
relations with Israel; 

Whereas the desire of the Jewish people to establish an independent 
modern State of Israel is an outgrowth of the existence of the 
historic kingdom of Israel established in the Land of Israel 3,000 
years ago, with the city of Jerusalem as its capital; 

Whereas for over 2,000 years, there has been continuous Jewish 
presence and residence in the land comprising the modern State 
of Israel;
